With Beautiful Panicles of Enormous Size 


We have experimented with the propagation 
of the French lilac for over twenty years to find 
how to grow it in a practical way on its own 
roots. We have discovered how to do this suc- 
cessfully. Before we were able to do this we 
never had any success with French lilacs in the 
Minnesota climate. We have never had any 
trouble with our French lilacs dying out since. 
A French lilac must be on its own root to do 
well in a severe climate like that of Minnesota. 

Growing an improved lilac on its own root is 
a slow process. It actually takes us two years 
longer to produce a lilac of a given grade on 
its own root than it would take to produce the 
same grade on privet. Yet we insist on sending 
out only those lilacs that will prove satisfactory 
so Our customers can depend upon receiving only 
genuine own-root plants.

THIS IS IMPORTANT 

Many make the mistake of planting the lilac 
too shallow. Most shrubs should be planted with 
the crown about 2 inches below the surface. 
Lilacs do much better if planted with the crown 
6 inches below the surface line as illustrated in 
the picture below. Watch for a tag attached 
to your shipment giving explicit directions for 
planting. 

WHEN TO PLANT YOUR LILACS 

Lilacs can be planted with perfect safety either 
in the spring or in the fall. In the fall we begin 
to send out our plants the latter part of Septem- 
ber, and we continue to make shipments through- 
out the fall months. If lilacs are planted in the 
spring, they should be planted as early in the 
season as possible.

les To allow the French lilac its 
- natural spread, the plants should 
/ be set not less than 8 feet apart. 
Dig a hole as large as a bushel 
basket. Fill back with rich top 
soil mixed with one-third part 
well-rotted cow manure if same 
is obtainable, and tramp down 
firmly until you can place the 
plants on this soil so that when 
roots are spread out naturally, 
the crown will be from 4 to 6 
inches deeper than it was in the 
nursery row.

If instructed to leave the dirt 
in we will do so.

is from a photograph of four average sized plants of our Own-Root French 
lilacs, showing one plant of a two- to three-foot size, and three plants of a 
three- to four-foot. size. 

The line running through each plant shows the depth you should plant your 
bushes. 

To one who has never grown an Own-Root French lilac, the price may seem 
high. But we feel sure you would not wish to care for a plant for five years 
and offer it tor a price below what we are charging. 


the roots until the hole is half 
full; then tramp this down un- 
usually hard. Then pour in a 
full pail of water. After this has 
settled away fill the hole with 
loose mellow. soil until it is 
rounding full, then tramp light- 
ly. Keep plants well hoed. Where 
planting is done in the fall, place 
a coarse mulch 6 inches deep 
about the bushes the first winter 
to keep ground from heaving.

A lilac likes a sweet soil and responds 
wonderfully to applications of lime. Use 
4 quarts of lime to a large bush each year 
if you have an acid soil. Otherwise lime 
is unnecessary. All seed houses usually 
carry lime or your County Agent may be 
able to give you this information. Any 
good well-balanced fertilizer can be used 
with good results. 

Heavy applications of well-rotted barn- 
yard manure every year covering the 
ground about the bushes is best.

Decaisne is one of the truly outstanding Lilacs. We are fortunate this season in being able to illustrate it in 
color. The panicles are of average size, graceful, erect, and of a beautiful shade of light blue, with the blue over- 
laid with strong tones of rose-pink. The plant is of medium size and is one of our very best blooming varieties. 
30th Decaisne and Pres. Lincoln have single florets while Olivier de Serres has double florets. But for Lilacs 
classified as blue these three fine varieties lead the parade.

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Jan Van Tol 


There are several very fine single white Lilacs and the above illustration gives a very fair picture of any of 
them. These Lilacs are Jan Van Tol, Mont Blanc, Mme. Florent Stepman, Mme. Felix (the new one), Vestale, 
and perhaps others but the above are the best. They differ slightly one from the other in the general effect of 
the panicle and in the shades of white. Some varieties have a creamy cast to the white, while others are snow- 
white, and some have a slight touch of green. Mme. Felix, our new single white for this year, has very nice for- 
mation of panicle, a white with a slight green tinge, which produces a very rich effect. Jan Wan Tol demands a 
rich soil and age to come to perfection. It is then an absolutely perfect ivory-white.

Lilac Descriptions 
Many of the peculiarities of any variety of Lilac are easily 
described. One can tell at a glance whether the florets are single, 


semi-double, or double, or whether the panicles are simple or 
compound, long or short, loose or compact.

But when it comes to color probably no two persons would 
name exactly alike the colors of any dozen varieties of Lilacs. 


A little explanation may help to interpret our descriptions. 
When we say a Lilac is red, we do not mean that it is scarlet; or, 
when we say it is blue, we do not mean sky-blue, as an occasional 
customer seems to expect. The truth is, the colors of all Lilacs 
are soft. They are made up of different proportions of blue and 
red with more or less addition of white. If the red predominates 
in the light shades, we may call the color pink or rose. If the blue 
predominates decidedly, we may call the color blue; but if the 
blue while dominant is less pronounced we may call it lavender 
or lilac or violet or mauve. 


In the dark colors, if the red predominates decidedly we may 
call it red, as with Reaumur. If the blue predominates we call it 
purple. Then to be more definite we sometimes say reddish pur- 
ple or purplish red. 


It must be remembered also that, aside from the difficulty of 
getting an exact name for the normal color of a variety, this color 
may change somewhat with the season. For example, this year 
we had cool, cloudy, and rainy weather throughout the Lilac sea- 
son. Consequently, the colors were all darker than usual. The 
character of the soil also sometimes changes the color slightly. 


We make our descriptions as clear as we can, but we under- 
stand how difficult it is for a purchaser who cannot visit a Lilac 
field during the blooming season to make his selection. However, 
we list only good varieties, those that should give much pleasure 
to those who plant them.

A Letter Received from Roy S. Leighton, 
Edmonds, Wash., on January 2, 1943 


First, I want to tell you what comprises our private Lilac collection and how 
it came about. About fourteen years ago when I was having some dental work 
done, I saw a vase filled with the most gorgeous Lilac blooms I had ever seen. 
Nothing like the usual common Lilacs for size of floret or color. The vase 
contained many whites in both singles and doubles. Also what appeared to be 
ivory and buds slightly tinted in pastel green. Then there were beautiful blues 
and dark reds that I had never seen before. In my exclaiming and carrying on, 
the dentist in the adjoining office came in and proudly told me they were 
French Hybrids and something new. Well, I had always been interested in 
plant life and I immediately realized that I was about to try French Hybrids. 
At this time we had acquired three acres in the country and were in the process 
of clearing and laying out future landscaping effects. Fortunately my wife is 
just about as interested in flowers and plant life as I, so immediately I tried 
to describe the amazing blooms of the French Lilacs I had seen. Inquiring 
from the dentist where I could obtain these Lilacs, he give me the names of 
several growers including yours. That summer orders were sent to your firm 
and another firm sending out grafted stock only. All were planted together to 
form a semi-circular hedge in our landscape effect. You can imagine how hope- 
ful I was for the blooms like those I saw in the office. To my surprise all 
came into bloom the second year after planting in a very satisfactory manner. 





Each year after that they gave better results until they were established, 
which took approximately ten years. All were thrifty plants with the exception 
of some of the grafted plants which just couldn’t seem to make growth. I have 
since found it necessary to remove these bushes from our planting and replace 
with own-rooted stock. Knowing of the splendid stock received from your firm 
and the marvelous growth and abundance of bloom, I decided to purchase all 
of my future requirements from your firm. 


Our thrill has been just as great each year since new varieties, in new colors 
and type of bloom, show their excellence to us and our host of flower-loving 
friends. I can never express the satisfaction I receive each year in hearing the 
““Ohs’’ and ‘‘Ahs’’ from the many people who visit our planting each year. 
This is the same reaction I had received some fourteen years ago. To my 
amazement this superb flowering shrub in its much improved French Hybrid 
form is still very little grown—especially in the Pacific Northwest. I had read 
that to grow this shrub well one must have very cold winters. What should be 
said is that this fine shrub does well even in very cold climates. Here where 
our winters are not severe one may expect them to come into bloom by the 
middle of April and continuing until the end of May and longer if species 
are planted. 


Our admiration has grown so very much for Lilacs that we now probably 
have the largest planting in the Pacific Northwest, comprising one hundred and 
sixty-nine named varieties and species hybrids. We have developed many inter- 
esting effects in their adaptation to hedge, mass and individual specimen 
planting. 


We now have in our collection all the varieties that I believe you offer and 
are waiting patiently for some varieties that are hard to get on their own 
roots, to be offered for sale by you. To those flower lovers who would like 
to see our collection of fine Lilacs, we extend a cordial invitation during their 
blooming season in April and May.

There is altogether too much loss experienced in the planting of 
nursery stock. The most of this loss is due to improper planting 
methods. If these directions are fo lowed closely, there should be 
very, very little loss.

First dig a hole large enough and deep enough so that the roots of 
the tree or shrub can extend in all directions in their natural shape 
without twisting or bending, and deep enough so that the plant will 
be at least 2 inches deeper when planted than it stood in the nursery 
row. In case of a Lilac it may be 4 to 6 inches deeper without injury 
to the plant. Now sift in moist pulverized dirt among the roots, 
working it carefully in so that no openings are left about the roots. 
Continue this until the roots are all covered with moist dirt and the 
hole is at least two-thirds full. Now here comes the important point 
in planting. Get right in the hole about the plant and tramp the 
dirt solid about the roots with your full weight on the heel of the 
shoe. Tramp the dirt down until it is perfectly solid, then fill the 
hole with water and let it seep entirely away. Then draw in moist 
pulverized dirt until the hole is full and tamp this down gently. Then 
keep the top soil about the plant cultivated at least once a week 
through the growing season. 


Why Lilacs May Fail to Bloom 


We are asked a number of times during the course of the year, 
“Why do my Lilacs fail to bloom?” 


It is impossible to answer this question satisfactorily by letter. 
There are a number of reasons why Lilacs fail to bloom. We 
cannot tell which special reason is applicable in each individual 
case. We are giving a number of causes in this catalog and leav- 
ing you to decide which of these fit your individual problem. 


We have no difficulty here at the nursery. Our plants are 
loaded with flowers each year and if your plants are not giving 
satisfactory bloom, some one of the following causes must be 
responsible. 


1. Your plants may not have been handled carefully enough when you made 
your planting. The roots may have been exposed to the air and some of the 
vitality of the plant weakened. A bundle of Lilacs comes to you and this 
bundle is often opened up and the plants separated and looked over. Then they 
are laid out in the sun or shade while the holes for them are dug and the 
planting goes on. The plants grow but they received a setback from this ex- 
posure of the roots and it often takes 2 or 3 years to overcome this mistreat- 
ment. 


2. It may be the roots were not spread out carefully and soil packed tightly 
about them at planting time. The roots may have become jammed in a cramped 
and twisted mass in the hole, and growth stunted. In filling in the hole dry 
dirt may have been pulled in over the roots and so reduced the vitality of the 
plant as to check its right growth for several years. 


3. The young plant may be planted so close to trees or larger shrubs as to 
rob it otf much of its vitality. 


4. It may be in too much shade or in dry gravelly soil. Lilacs like a rich 
heavy soil but not a wet acid soil. 


5. It may be your plants are making altogether too much growth and that 
such growth needs checking. Or they may have formed a great mass of heavy 
branches from the ground with a tremendous branchy top growth and_ have 
reached a point where they have stopped going forward and produce no bloom. 
If your plants are making a very rapid growth, sending out long new shoots 
with no bloom, go through your plants about the middle of June and trim out 
about one-half of the new growths back to the old wood. This will have a 
tendency to cause blooming buds to set on the balance of the new growth for 
the next year. If your bushes have a great many branches from the ground and 
many short top branches go through your plants in March in the north or 
earlier in the south (before the sap starts) and cut out about one-half of the 
old branches to the ground. This will cause a new growth which no doubt will 
bring the plant into heavy blooming. 


Now any of the foregoing causes might be the reason your Lilacs are not 
blooming. You are in a position to analyze your difficulty much better than 
we. We have no further information to offer. 


A tag giving full directions for the planting and care of your Lilacs is 
attached to every order of Lilacs that leaves our packing department. Watch 
for this card. Read it carefully before you open your package and then follow 
directions. Keep this card in your files and consult it if you need our advice.

A great deal of interest has been created of late by a line of new 
hybrid Lilacs coming to us from Canada, largely the work of Miss 
Preston of Ottawa.

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1. When Will Brand Peony Roots Bloom? 


Brand Divisions will produce blooms next spring if roots are 
planted early this fall. If our divisions are planted in the spring 
they will give some bloom the same season. 


2. Why Do Some Plants Fail to Bloom? 


A. They may be planted too deep. If they are planted too 
deep, the buds turn brown and do not mature. Your plant will 
produce many stems that are thin and weak. 


B. You may not be cultivating them thoroughly. Plants 
should be cultivated each week from the time the red shoots 
appear above ground in the spring until after the blooming sea- 
son. Then they should be cultivated several times before the 
first of September. 


C. They may be planted where they receive too much shade. 
Peonies should be planted in the open where they get sunshine 
at least: half the day. 


D. They may be near large trees and shrubs which deprive 
them of sufficient nourishment. 


3. How Deep Should They Be Planted to Give Best 
Results? 


The buds on the crown of the plant should be two inches 
below the surface of the soil. In setting the root, be sure the 
soil in the bottom of the hole has been well tamped down so 
the plant will not sink below this level. 


4. When Should the Tops Be Cut Off? 


Cut the foliage from-your plants between August 15th and 
September 15th. Then remove these stalks and burn them. 


5. How Often Should Peonies Be Fertilized? 


Use well-rotted manure once in 3 years around your plants. 
Place this on in the fall. 


6. What Harm Do Ants Do? 


None. They are after the sweet juice on the buds. A spray 
with water will remove this juice.

‘We have standardized a type and quality of root now gener- 
ally known to the Peony world as “‘A“Brand Division.*” Our 
Brand Divisions have a large, well-balanced root system and 
each one carries three, five, or more eyes.

Only a large, clean division, handled by specialized labor, 
can qualify as “‘A Brand Division.’ This is why no Peony in 
our list is priced singly for less than $1.00. A root that can 
be produced and sold for less is not comparable in quality and 
size to a Brand Division. Figure the cost of your Peonies, not 
according to the price per root, but according to the size and 
beauty of bloom—the quality and quantity of yield—then you 
will find out that no other Peonies cost so little as those which 
are grown from Brand Divisions. 


TRANSPORTATION 


We have always been willing to give our personal attention 
to all of our orders no matter how small they may be. But we 
do ask our customers to send an additional amount to cover the 
postage and the extra cost of handling all small orders. 


When one Peony root is ordered allow 25 cents for postage 
and an additional 10 cents for each root until your order 
amunts to $5.00. We prepay on all Peony orders amounting 
to $5.00 or more in the United States unless otherwise stated. 


SUBSTITUTION 


Sometimes an order reaches us late in the season after our 
stock of some varieties is exhausted. If you send in an order 
and you are’not particular about receiving just the varieties in 
your list, give us permission to substitute a variety of the same 
color of equal or better value. As a rule our stock is sufficient 
to fill our orders just as they are given. 


If you are ready to plant your Peonies when they arrive, wash off all packing material and 
drop the roots into water. Just before planting, remove the labels so the wire will not cut the 
roots. Dig a hole 2 feet in diameter and from 1 to 1/7 feet deep. Place the Peony root in the 
hole so the eyes on the root are 2 inches below the level of the ground. It may be necessary 
to place more soil back into the hole in order not to have the eyes more than 2 inches below 
the level of the ground. Be sure the soil is tramped down well so it will not settle any more. 
Hold the division’ erect in the center of the hole with one hand, with the other draw in the 


soil and pack it firmly about the root so that just the eyes show. Give the root a pail of water — 


and then fill in the balance of the hole and firm the soil tightly. Just as soon as the Peony 
appears above the ground, begin to cultivate at-least twice each week until August lst. 
By keeping the soil loose during the first growing season, there should be no loss.

The above is a picture taken of the great red Lilac, Congo. It gives one a perfect sate, of this variety 
in a two-lobed panicle but it must be remembered that Congo on old bushes generally comes 3, 4, and 5 lobes 
to the panicle. This yee on could also be used for Monge and Edmond Bossier. Monge is a a bright red but 
the panicle is a trifle shorter than that of Congo. Then Congo comes into bloom early in the season, while 
Monge flowers at a later date. Edmond Bossier is as rich in coloring but the panicles are more open and the 
petals and florets somewhat larger. All three of these fine red single varieties are among the best and we regret 
that we cannot offer Monge this fall except in a collection with other varieties.
